Omittng
fractions, the i)ﬂlamnwr vote was 2000
and the Pattison vote 4890- the demo-
aratio vote being two to one, and 800
to apare.

Of the 67 counties of the State, Col-
umbia ravks ‘ourth in its democratio
majority, being exceedod only by the
great counties of Becks, Northampton
and York; excluding aa exceptional
vote reported for the present yenr,—
for Schuylkill and Lehigh,— and in its

roportionate vote, a8 between parties,

t ia excesded only by oue or two of
its_sister counties

Daring the period of time re-
ferred to there has been no oon.
giderable inorease of voters from
abroad, except in the Centralia distriot
and ono or tvo other points in the
ocounty. The growth and increase of

litieal power for the democracy, has

n, therefore, apon native elements
of population by conversions from the
opposite party and by yoong men som-
ing of age, and it is & remarkable fact
that the connty has generally given her
best majorities in the wordt of years
when disaster fell ulaon the party in
the state and throughout the country.

Oar German and Ssotch-Irish popn-
lation have remained firm in political
conyiction and steadfast in the woral
of times.

We have fortunately esoaped politi-
oal debaunchment with eonsequent weak-
ness, resulting from large money ex-
penditures upon elections. State com-
mittees have rarely contributed to our
looal expense, aud as a role, candidates
have not bpen profuse in ontlay to
SOOUTre BUCCONS. lh. may be sdded, that
while the party has had leaders—men
to think, write and speak for it—it uas
not been subjected to the domination
of bowaes, nominations for office have
commonly been made bv the free, un-
controlled netion of the ple, and
have wnot beeu dictated to them
or manipulated for them. Of course
difficulties have arisen, sometimes from
over-zoal of candidates, or from selfish
ambition, but npon the whole fair play
has been the ruleé and not the excug])-
tion in party action. Nor is it to ba
orarloot"ed that just and reasonable
rules for the making of nominations to
office, have provailed amongst us. By
s special county convention called for
the purpose about 20 years ago, a code
of rules for nominations was adopted,
which subsequently has . been, from
time to time amended, and now consti-

erhaps the best nominating

system in foroe in the state. It may

not be perfect, but it has doubtless

contributed largely to party harmony
sUCCess.

Upon the whole theretore, there was

cause for the demooravy celebrat-
&o the splendid victory which they
ugleud in our county. Of thirty
election distriots in the County tweoty
pine return democratic mejorities, leav-
ing West Berwick standing solitary
ln% alone on the opposite side! And
